ALBANY. N.Y. (AP) — Gov . 
R ockefeller sent the L egislature 
a $6.4-billion budget today , call­ 
ing it “ an austerity budget” but 
seeking 
a

it. 
R ockefeller told the law m ak­ 
ers, as ex p ected, th at budget 
sp ending norm ally would clim b 
from this fiscal y e a r’s $5.5 bil­ 
lion to $6.7 billion—ex cep t that 
he w as recom m ending a fiv e 
p er cent cutback from th at high­ 
e r lev el, in m ost m ajo r are as. 
He also outlined p rop osals for 
changing state - aid form ulas 
th a t would force future cuts in 
aid 
th a t com m unities 
receiv e 
for 
education, 
w elfare, 
m edicaid, health and other p ro­ 
gram s. 
Among other things, he would 
lim it state contributions tow ard

under m edicaid and cut doctors* 
m edicaid fees by 20 p er cent.

He left no 
ro o m fo r do ubt, when he said, “ If so m e white Americans, 
to rn by to day ’s clamo r o f so m e black students, sho uld 
acco rd o fficially to the call fo r separate do rmito ries and 
auto no mo us racial scho o ls within co lleg es and univ ersi­ 
ties. there will be co urt actio n to determine any o ne’s 
rig ht to use public funds to set up what are. patently . Jim 
Cro w scho o ls.” 
The actio n co m es with g o o d g race fro m NAACP. Wil­ 
kins’ credentials as a civ il rig hts fig hter are unim peach­ 
able. He fears the militants will lo se the g ains wo n. If 
successful, he sho uld set black students o n the ro ad to 
study , g et their deg rees and g o o ut and wo rk to bring 
peace and adv ances to their peo ple as he and many like 
him hav e do ne these m ay y ears.

stand the true significance of 
t h e 
inauguration 
of 
a 
President 
of 
the 
United 
States? It is not an impression 
to 
be 
obtained 
merely 
by 
watching 
the 
crowds, 
the 
bands and the parades, or by 
reading about the gala affairs, 
entertainm ents 
and 
other 
forms of celebration. Nor is 
the 
meaning 
of 
the 
event 
necessarily 
revealed 
in the 
tex t of the inaugural address. 
The basic and fundam ental 
challenge to a new' president 
is to be found in the 35-word 
oath he takes. It is contained 
in the Constitution, and reads 
as follows: 
“ I do solemnly sw ear (or 
affirm ) that I will faithfully 
ex ecute the office of President 
of the United States, and will, 
to 
the 
best of 
my 
ability , 
preserve, protect, and defend 
the Constitution of the United 
States.’’ 
It will be noted that the 
m andate 
doesn't 
say 
“ to 
p r e s e r v e , 
protect, 
and 
defend” the American people 
because the Constitution itself 
e x p 1 i c i t y mentions these 
objectives. So a president who 
ignores 
in 
any 
way 
the 
obligation 
to 
maintain 
the 
security of the United States 
against both ex ternal and in­ 
ternal threats isn’t carry ing 
out his oath of office. 
But how does any one know 
what 
is 
covered 
by 
the 
Constitution 
in view 
of the 
confused state of mind today 
which has resulted from the 
arb itra ry 
way 
the Supreme 
Court 
has 
undertaken 
to 
rewrite 
the 
Constitution 
at 
will? 


Under the Constitution, for 
ex ample, 
the 
citizens 
are 
supposed to he given “ eq ual 
protection of the law.” This 
relates not only to racial dis­ 
crimination but to the protec­ 
tion of life and property . It 
provides punishment of law 
violators as a way to deter 
the commission of crim e. It 
forbids discrimination because 
of race or religion or color 
or sex . 
But a 
woman who 
can t lift heavy tools is not 
being discriminated against in 
em ploy ment if she isn’t hired 
for a job of this ty pe. An 
employ er 
has 
the 
consti­ 
tutional right to judge the ef­ 
ficiency of his employ es. Is 
he being protected today in 
his ex ercise of this right? 
When, moreover, there are 
175 
White 
and 
10 
Negro 
children in a school and all 
the applicants in a neighbor­ 
hood have been adm itted, can 
governmental 
coercion 
then 
be 
used 
to correct 
“ racial 
im balance” by moving some 
Negro children from another 
school district? The Congress 
by law has said that federal 
funds cannot be withheld from 
educational institutions as a 
m eans of 
removing 
"racial 
im balance.” 
B ut , 
under 
regulations issued by the last 
adm inistration, this has been 
done. 
It is the duty of a president 
to see that the laws are fairly 
adm inistered and that govern­ 
m ental 
power 
shall 
not 
he 
misused in order to win the 
political support of factions or 
groups in sheer violation of 
what 
the 
Constitution 
itself 
say s. 
The 
United 
States 
has 
become involved in a w ar in 


Southeast 
Asia 
not 
only 
to 
repel aggression but to stop 
the 
Communist 
regim es 
in 
Moscow 
and 
Peking 
from 
t a k i n g 
over 
adjacent 
territories 
a n d 
depriving 
peoples of their right of self- 
determination. Unfortunately , 
there has arisen an opposition 
within our country , parts of 
which at tim es are treason­ 
able. Whether or not Com­ 
m unist influences are to some 
ex tent back of this, as had 
been indicated in reports of 
a com m ittee of the House of 
Representatives after lengthy 
investigation, the fact rem ains 
that 
m any individuals have 
organized “ anti-w ar” groups 
which have, intentionally or 
unintentionally , 
given 
“ aid 
and comfort to the enem y .” 
The 
Constitution 
req uires 
the president to see that laws 
forbidding 
treason 
are 
en­ 
forced. He has an obligation 
to appoint justices to the high 
court who are m ore interested

economy , and there are plenty 
of constructive reform s which 
can be m ade and social wel­ 
fare projects established.

Hickel
